| Knew well what Reverence Subjects owe to their Soveraigne,and am not igno- 
rantof the puiflance and Majetty of a King of great Brittaine,believe,I (hould not 
prefume to write to fo great a Monarch, if the Loyalcy of a Subj ect, che honour of 
Your vertues and fome particular obligations of my own, did not command mero 
neglect all other refpetts, and prefere Your fafety, honour, and box pablicum, 
betore any dangers or blaine, I forelec may incurre,and the rather becaufe I {peake in 
your owne eare only, withont pudlifhing or imparting to others that which I deli 
vered toto Your Majefty, The caufe is briefly thus. 

Wandring abroad inthe world, I was informed of certaine {ecret conference in 
Holland, and how to relieve the diltreffed eitate of the Count Pa/atine, and Ihave 
feenediverfe dilcourfes cur of England, of the neceffity to maintaine the Ancient 
authority of Parliaments, how toaffure Religion from oppreffion, and alteration, 
and how toreforme the government there both in Church, and Common-wealth, 
audacious arguments, andas infolently handled. ! 

_T-meane not to trouble Your Highneffe with pedlors ftuffe, and {o ftale wares, 
as Vox popali.and votiva Anglia, but to inform You of fome books ( among({t many 
others )7..7.T roth, The practite of Princes,aad the lamentation of the Kirke; which 
are the works of {uch Boutefers, as are able to fet che whole State on fire,imbroyle 
the Realm and aliene the hearts of peop'e from their Prince, for thefe Maskers un- 
der che Vilards of Religion, feeke to undermine Loyalty, and either to ingage you 
abroad in forraigne wars, or in danger Your perfon at home in Civill ; Andyerf 
wi ite not to contute thefe learned (eriblers (more worthy to be contemncd then atte 
{wered) burt toadverrife Your H.ghyeffe of them, that by an obffa principsss, YOu 
may upon fuch fmoake prepare all chings needfull to quench fuch a fire, when it 
fhall flama, and firtt breakout, which ie may doe when you leaft looke for it ; For 
by nature thele {pirits, are fiery hot {purs, and fitter for any thing, then ehat chey 
molt profcfic, Piety and Patience. | 

And that they may plainely appeare in their own likeneffe, Your Highnefle may’ 
bee pleafed co mark and confider how fawcily and prefumprtuoufly they contemne 
Monarches {core and diigrace them, The Emperour Tom-Tell-Trotb calls 2 
quic: lumpeof Majelty; and in tcorne of him, tells his Reader he cannot wrong a

Moufe without the Spaniard which I think the K.of Dexmarke, Will not believe, 
he mocks the K. of France, and tells bim he is not old enough tobe wife, and that 
he hearkacth to lying Prophets, and to be led by {pirits of illufion. The King of 
Spaine he calleth the Catholike ufurper, and the great ingrofler of ch: Welt-Indies, 
And, which argueth a {piric of Frenzie,he {parech no King;tor ef King Lames him- 
felfe he delivereth fush a character as is beth difloyall, and moft intollerable. And 
ficft touching his maintenance of Religion, he taxeth him moft fcandaloufly, that 
he is only head of the Church Doymsant, the.e ure fo many corruptions ia it, that 
he hath more puiled downe the Church with hts proceedings, then raifedit up by 
his writings. and whereas he calleth himfelfe defender of the Faith, His faithiull 
Subjects (faith he) have jaft canfe toqueftion it, for the Papifts were never betier 
defended, as appearetl: by the Kings privace initruétion to ludges,and prohibitioa 
of Purfevants. : j 

And fox his inclination'to peace (for which hc was moft commended) they 
wre{t ic wholly to his difhonour; and profeffe they have too much caufe to com- 
plaine of his unlimited peace, and fufpect that his peaceable difpofition hath not 
proceeded fo much out of his Chriftian pictic and juitice, as out of meere impo- 
tencie, and bafeneffe of mind. 

' Befides toachinz his honour and reputation, he flouts him, for, he faish,a num- 
ber. of defetts cover the glory cf his Raigne, and chit the grea: ftocke of Sove- 
raigne reputation, which our late Q seene left us, is quite banifhed, and is tobee 
reckoned amongft: other inventions we have loft through the injuryof his time,{o 
as now great Brittaine isleflein glory, ftrength, and riches, then England was, 
whereby our adverfe parties have thetriumphof thetime, aud hee allsdzeththe 
reafons, becanf: when Gundamore taught to Juggle, whoknew the Kings fecrets, 
bc fore moft of His Coincell,fo as diicuntenc rans witha feditious voyce over the 
kingdome. 

And incontempt of his choyce of a Treafurer,: hey alledge that the Merchants 
feared the Court would pull down th: Exchange becaufe one of their occupation 
was madeTreafurer, fo asall things muft be bought and fold. 

But above all other {candalous defamatio.s, the defcriptioa th.y make ofa pro- 
teftant King, Page, 25.26, 27... is molt tranfcendent and traiterous, lec him (faith 
he Jexcell in mifchicfe,let him act Dero, Phalar«, ce, he fhai net need to fe:re nor:

Erie of Princes printed 1630, in E ngland pag. 11. faith that the people when 
King ames died, feeing our King that now is, making great preparations, and for 
ought we knew with great finceritic. Yet by the practife of the Duke and his fa- 
étion retaining all bis fathers Counfell, which for the moft part were Hifpanioliz-d, 
Frenchified, Romanized, or Neatralized,and fuffering fome worle, both {pirituail 
and temporal] to be added unto them, all thofe forces were feone brought to 
nought. Things are grown to a great deale worfe paffe then before, and to the 
great greif of goodnefle and good men, without Gods {peciall mercy reme- 
dyleffe. 

This is the picture and portraiture they make of your Government,and they dare - 
cenfure their Soveraign, and ike :mad-inen they allo rave agamft your Councell 
p4g.13- what a miferable thing is it to fee wicked Commfellors-gct fuch a hand over 
the King, thet he is wholly ruled by them, neither dares he favour a good man nor 
his canfe further then they adinit. :

8. he direAly faith: Out ofall which he chat will, may 
fee, that the lafles, difhonours, and troubles that have fallen to this:Land,and indeed 
to our Religion, and brethren, in the Palatinate, Germany, and I’rance, have cheifly 
{prange from two fountaines, Firft,a corrupt Councell and Clergic in Eng/ard,then 
from a vaine poilicie of fuppreffing {uch Preachers and Parliament menas fought ta 
difcover the mifcheife ot treacherie, I need not éxplaine their words , being pliine - 
enough, nor feek to difcover their intentions which the words reveale. And ducely. 
the Bifhops wer blinded if they fliould expect any favour or good allowance if God 
fhould fo punith this Reaime that your Majeftie {hould dye without iflue ( which — 
God forbid: )for the Succeffor,thefe men defire, will deale:with them as he did with - 
the Lutherans at Prague, and according to the articles 1602, at Heidleber gh: Totus 
Luther anifmus & coramlsbers de-medio tokantsrsMuch more will he abolifh Rechzts:

~ Notwithftanding this is not all, for though they feemeto tax Bifhopsand Coun= 
cellors, yet they glance (fo farreasthey dare) at your Majeftie, and though they

in Kings earesasafpiratiens And I know well that in Queen Elizaberhs time, the 
Oath of aflociation was publickly tendred to all Subjects for a lefle dangerous caufe, 
and againft them that were in prifon and miferie, who. had ne. {ach Tutors and 
School-mafters as the Hollanders are, Such quick-filver Minifters as the broed of the. 
Palatinate, we are not now treubled fo much with (War-Prelats as with AZar-= 
Ksngs (which is an accident unfeparable from Calvinifme ) which never got {ure

A Colerick courfe certainly, whereof King 7ames approved not, and although 
they feeme to vilifie and abufe his Judgement, yet his {peech utteredin Parliament 
was more folid and provident then the precipitation of thefe projeCtors.

Palfgrave were lawfully and juftly clected King of Bohemia: For if he were not, 
youaltogether loofe, and not vindicate your honour to fight for him , being nota. 
King injured, bue an injuror: For no war canbe juftifiable, but that which is be- 
gua upon juit and urgent occafions, wherein Juftice, prudence, honour and fafety 
fhall bearetbe ftandard of Exg/and. Neither were it convenient that Exgland, 
which hath fo long triumphed in her peace and profperitic, fhould now thus rahhlie 
be drawn fatally to maintaine the errors of ambition, anda quarrell unneceffary for 
you, not properly pertaining to Eg/aud, nor to your Majeftic , but by confequence 
and participation.

ordinary and lawful! Magiftrats, and eftablithed by confent of the States ) but thefe 
arregate and ufurpe a pewer to degrade old Kings, and createnew (a tranfeendent 
prerogative which no wife State willadmit, nor trutt any fubje&s with fuch unli- 
gaited power, ) and if they be not Magiftrats, /do/uns mibil eff : and if they be Ma~ 
giftrats, I follow the Bifhop of Rochefters judgment; 4 /uperiore eff potéfas evrums, 
ab co folo deftitus pofunt, a quo inftitnuntar ; Anfwerme then Categoricallic: 
were they chofen by the King or States generall? or were they his Lieutenants, or 
Regents in his abfence, or Procuratores Regni? No fuch thing, no commiffion , ne 
darante beneplacito, no authoritic appeareth,no power froma thofe that had power 
and {uperioritic to grant it. 

Neither were they chofen by the Kings and States of the Countrie, but by AC 
femblies of'a faction, who contrary to order and Cuftome, prefumed to ufurpe Au- 
thoritic, and Domineere over the Countrie: The King is the head of the State, the 
Clergic a part of the State yet neither was the King, nor the Archbifhop of Prags, 
nor the Bifhops of the Realme, the Chancellor, the Prefident of the Councell, the 
Marfhall, nor the prinoipall spear: nor the Burgrave, nor moft of the Nobilitie 
prefent, either at the creation of their irregular Officers, or at the Election of the 
Palfgrave: All this was done by Count Tharx , anda few feditious perfons, whe 
had no power themfelves to give {uch power to others,and could have no fupreams 
power, unlefie they would unking 4Zathsas: which no man could do by Law, or 
order: for it is a falfe Paradox, that the States of any kingdom are above the Prince 
and may bind his hands & depofe him. And no man can demonftrate,that the (tates 
and Directors of Bshemiahad ever power to depofe ene and Ele@ another Prince. 

In Denmark and Poland (kingdoms meerelie Eleétive) yet the Kings Ofiice is to 
_aflemble the States,as the Emperour doth at the Diett and the Danes alfo are bound 
to choofe the Sonne of the latt King, as they confefled themfelvesin their apologie 
1523. And therefore they did Elect Schio/dus, Sonne of that Montter, Lother King 
of Denmark. 

Moreover, wherea Prince is Soveraign, no Subje& can be partaker of his Soves 
raigntic, which is a qualitie not communicable, for it refideth in the union of a bos 
dic politique, and ifit be devided (without the Princes confent) it loofeth the So- 
veralgntic.
